“.4rt(l  they  took  him,  andbrought  himvnto *^reo- 
pagH*,  saying,  May  we  know  what  this  new  doc-  ' 
trine  whereof  thou  speakett  is  1  For  thou  bring-  i 
est  certain  strange  things  to  our  ears  ;  we  would, 
know  therefore,  what  these  things  mean.”— Acts 
XTii.  19,  20.  I 

This  laconic  and  comprehensive  address  to' 
the  aposllo  Paul,  was  from  the  Epicurean  and 
stoical  philosophers  at  Athens,  a  populous  and 
refined  city  of  Greece.  The  inhabitants  of  this 
place  were  remarkably  attached  to  novelty,  and' 
“spent  their  time  in  nothing  else  but  either  to' 
tell  or  to  hear  some  new  thing.”  This  habitual! 
indulgence  of  a  restless  spirit,  an  insatiable  thirst! 
for  things  novel  and  strange,  though  Irivialand' 
even  childish,  when  abstractly  considered,  is 
not  without  important  uses  to  society.  Wheni 
suitably  chastened,  it  subserves  the  inlcre.sts  of: 
science,  of  civil  government,  &  religion.  It  ex¬ 
erts  an  influence  in  every  department  of  human 
improvement.  A  mind  totally  disnossrssed  of 
this  disposition,  would  be  perfectly  8t.itionaryi 
with  respect  toall  knorvledge,  &  all  usefulnnss.  ! 
It  would  hug  ancient  errors  and  ancient  vices 
with  a  stupid  tenacity,  and  perpetually  grope; 
in  intellectual  darkness.  A  desire  to  enlarge! 
the  sphere  of  knowledge,  to  obtain  new  truths, 
and  thereby  new  interests  and  new  sources  ofj 
enjoynient,  was,  in  the  apostolical  .ago,  a  pow 
erful  aid  to  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  which 
“brought  life  and  immortality  to  ligh;.”  It 
predisposed  many  atleatt,  to  h'-nr  with  candour,! 
and  to  weigh  with  impartiality  the  argiimcntsinj 
favour  of  Christianity. — It  was  this  which  gain¬ 
ed  the  apostle  a  hearing  at  Athens,  the  seat  of! 
philosophy,  of  arts,  of  science,  &  ofsiiperstition.  j 
Epicureans  and  stoics  wore  equally  ready  to| 
hear,  and  even  pressed  him  to  hiing  forth  hisi 
strongest  evidences  in  proof  of  “the  strange' 
doctrine  of  .lesus  and  the  resurrection.”  Thel 
ereads  of  those  philosophers  were  as  diflerent! 
from  each  other,  as  they  were  from  that  r*"  thej 
messenger  of  Christ. — The  Epicurean  placed  all| 
happiness  in  sensual  gratifications  and  worldly  i 
pleasures.  The  Stoic  considered  the  body  ss 
a  kind  of  clog  to  the  soul,  an  object  too  con-! 
temptible  to  engage  his  solicitude;  andaffoeled 
a  philosophical  indiflurenceto  pleasure  and  pain,; 
affluence  and  poverty,  sickness  and  health. 
Now  by  the  light  of  Christianity  we  are  enabled 
to  perceive  with  great  clearness,  that  both; 
these  theories  were  egreginusly  erroneous,  and  | 
that  their  influence  was  about  equally  nr.favnur-! 
able  to  the  moral  improvement  and  happiness! 
of  mankind.  We  therefore  very  justly  east 
them  over  among  the  rubbish  of  ancient  errors 
and  superstitions.  It  must  however  bs  admit¬ 
ted  that  those  philosophical  errorisis,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  debasing  and  demoralising  chara¬ 
cter  of  their  general  theories,  manifested  a  tern* 


per  .)n  this  occasion,  worthy  of  perpetual  and  [J 
itnivers.ol  imitation,  'i'liey  assumed  no  species  '! 
of  infallibility.  They  claimed  no  supremacy. 
They  acted  like  p^ndid  men  ;  like  real  philoso- 
pbere  ;  and  I  may  say.  in  a  certain  sense,  likejj 
genuine  Christians.  They  were  not  only  w  illing,  j 
but  were  desinnts  to  hear  what  could  be  advanc¬ 
ed  in  favor  of  this  new  system  of  religion.  They  i 
would  patiently  attend  to  all  that  could  be  urg- 1 
ed  in  its  defence,  by  the  power  of  argumenta¬ 
tion  ;  or  bronglit  in  support  of  it  from  the  testi¬ 
monies  of  the  professed  prophets  of  the  Lord. 
Though  “a  law  to  themselves,”  in  what  an  ex-  i 
emplary  manner  did  these  '  heathen  men’  fulfil  j 
an  injunction  dictated  by  the  spirit  of  Christian  : 
truth  ?  “  prove  all  things,  hold  fust  that  which  [ 
is  good.”  Nor  were  they  cotitented  with  a 
superficial  examination  of  this  important  sub- | 
ject.  They  were  far  from  being  inclined  to  let  ! 
it  pass  with  a  single  hearing.  “  When  they  ' 
heard  of  tlie  resurrection  of  the  dead  ”  though  ; 
“some  mocked,”  yet  others, among  whom  were  i 
probably  these  pliilosopliers,  said,  “  We  will ' 
hear  tliee  again  of  this  matter.”  What  admira- ; 
bio  candour  !  What  a  sublime  elevation  above  ! 
tin:  humiliating  preposscssioiis,  and  the  narrow  | 
prejudices  ol  the  world.  Who  can  avoid  feeling! 
the  inspiration  of  the  command,  which  fell  from  ! 
the  lips  of  him,  '*  who  spoke  as  one  having  on- ; 
thority  ?”  “  Go  thou  and  do  likewise.”  Cut 

candid  reader,  wiih  privileges  which  exalt  them 
vastly  above,  have  not  the  scribes  of  Christen¬ 
dom  fallen  very  far  below  the  philosophers  of 
Athens?  Will  not  many  of  the  heathens,  with 
respect  to  their  attention  to  the  gospel,  rise  up 
in  judgment  against  the  d.iTcrent  denominations 
of  Christians  in.  regard  to  ilicir  Irralinent  of  each 
ether?  What  answer  does  history  give  to  the 
question,  in  the  successive  ages  of  the  cliristinn 
clinrch,  from  the  days  of  Pstil  till  now  ? — Have 
the  papists  been  willing  to  hear  the  argnnienls 
of  prntestanis,  and  compare  them  candidly  with 
“  tlie  law  and  the  testimony  7”  Have  the  ortho¬ 
dox  in  diff'rent  States  generally  attended  to  the 
rcasoningsof  those,  who  were  reputed  heretical, 
with  an  ingenuous  and  gentle  spirit  of  inquiry 
after  truth  7  tVill  the  churchman  listen  to  the 
dissenter,  with  as  much  randor  as  he  will  exer¬ 
cise  toward  a  robed  dignitary  of  liis  own  coin- 
mnnion  ?  Do  the  various  sectaries  in  our  own 
country,  and  in  our  own  neighborhoods,  exhibit, 
in  their  reciprocal  intercourse,  a  temper  i>s 
favorable  to  social  improvement,  and  to  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  religious  knowledge,  as  did  these 
philosoplicrs  of  .Athens  ?  How  does  the  case 
stand  among  chrisii.m  professors  in  a  general 
division  into  limitarians  and  universalists  ? 
Many  of  us  believe  in  Jesns  a.s  ultimately  the 
“■resurreclion  and  the  itm  to  the  whole  worlrl?” 
This  doctrine  is  now  as  “  new  and  strange”  to 
thousands,  .is  it  was  to  the  ancient  Athenians. 
But  how  is  it  treated  hy  the  multitude?  All 
admit  that  if  true,  it  is  the  most  glorious  and 
.  interesting  truth  ever  rcve.iled.  But  have  they 
examined  it  with  a  prayerful  dcatgn  of  finding 


the  evidences  of  its  truth,  if  they  really  exist  7 
Will  they  call  for  the  preachers  of  it,  and  hear 
them  again  and  again  concerning  this  matter? 
Will  they  read  with  attention  those  publications 
in  wliich  a  cloud  of  witnesses  to  “the  truth  as 
it  is  in  Jesus,”  as  the  “light  and  life  of  tho 
world,”  is  spread  before  them  ?  How  do  those 
conduct  wlio  “have  their  wealth” by  defending 
wliat  bv  many  are  considered  old  errors  and 
false  systems  “  reaily  to  vanish  away  1”  Do 
they  hear.themselvrs,  and  carneally  recommend 
other*  to  hear  the  preacheis  of  tliia  new  and 
strange  doctrine  7  Do  they  exhort  them  to  bo 
thorough  in  the  business  7  To  hear  once  and 
again,  and  to  read  all  which  may  be  written  up¬ 
on  this  infinitely  important  auhject,  and  hold 
fast  whatever  they  find  to  be  good? 

Perhaps  tliis  sketch  will  fall  into  the  hands 
I  of  some  who  have  heretofore  heard  with  preju¬ 
dice,  or  read  wilhfiul  attention.  Should  it  aroiirc 
in  any  such, a  spirit  of  earnest  and  sober  inquiry 
tlie  object  of  the  writer  will  be  answered.

“Wlren  the  punishment  bears  no  natural  rela- 
|ition  to  tlie  crime,  the  sense  of  its  atrocity  some- 
:  times  draws  forth  a  sympathy  for  the  culprit  or 
j  oflender  who  seems  to  fall  a  victim,  rather  at  the 
altar  of  revenge,  than  at  the  shriue  of  his  coun- 
,,  try’s  good.  .And  it  seems  now  to  bo  admitted  by 
!  the  w  iscst  and  greatest  jurists,  that  the  frequent 
occurrence  of  sanguinary  punishments  does  not 
j  possess  that  efficacy  in  preventing  the  infraction 
I  of  the  laws,  which  induced  their  enactment ;  the 
i  grand  object  of  punishment  being  to  uphold  the 
'  laws,  and  to  prevent  crimes  by  an  appeal  to  tha 
j.  fears  of  men.  If,  in  addition  to  the  attainment 
||  of  this  desirable  object,  reformation  can  bo  annex¬ 
ed  to  the  scheme,  and  the  force  of  example  made 
,to  operate  on  the  oflender  himself,  as  well  as  to 
■  exert  its  influence  upon  society,  so  much  the 
nearer  have  we  approached  to  perfection.  Be- 
jjlievingas  I  do,  that  these  great  ends  are  more 
!l  likely  to  be  attained  by  the  scheme  of  punishing 
Climes  recognized  by  the  penitentiary  system,  I' 
,havo  thought  it  my  duty  to  recommend  it  to  your 
'  favorable  consideration.” 

Again  he  says 

i  “The  increase  of  knowledge  is  the  best  securi- 
'  ty  of  sound  4ind  public  morality. — All  punishment 
tjis  designed  for  reformation — and  that  punithment 
I  which  has  not  reformation  for  its  object,  it  cruelty 
and  tyranny.’’ 
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Can  any  one  suppose  after  reading  the  above , 
extracts,  that  Gov.  Moore  believes  in  the  doctrine 
of  endless  piinishmsnt  ?  If  the  nearest  “approach
